Despite an address Wednes- 
day by Education Minister 
Ivan Casey, who stated that 
government grants are “at 
the limit”, school board trus- 
tees from cities, municipali- 


ties and isolated settlements 
throughout Alberta are con- 
tinuing to press for more 
financial aid for education. 

In a series of resolutions aimed 
both directly and _ inditectly at 
| seeking additional funds for build- 
{dozen other items, nearly 250 Al- 
|berta School Trustees’ Association 
jing, maintenance, salaries and a 
| convention delegates durjng the 
past two days have admitted that 
| present provincial allotments are 
| insufficient in the face of rising 
| costs 

They urged that more money be 
added to the $800,000 grant the Al- 
berta government has given for 
province-wide education needs. 


EXPLAINS POSITION 

Delegates were told by Mr. Casey 
that government expenditures for 
education should be based on the 
needs of yarious rural districts 
and areas hard-pressed for facilities 
and operating expenditures 

“However,” he warned, “strenu- 
efforts must be made in 1949 to 
level the costs of education.” 

The minister asserted that sal- 
aries were not the only considera- 
tion in the current teacher short- 
age which has depleted the ranks 
of teachers in Alberta.

The worst 
caught was the famous British 
cartoonist Low whose syndicated 
cartoon got in several papers 
showing Tom Dewey elected, and 
Joe Stalin trying to figure that 
one out, 

Life Magazine was in the same 
boat, only more so. But none of 
us newspaper people looked as

In the years I was an editorial 


writer on that paper (1928 to 
1933), Fred Nash, the make-up 
man, used to tell this story on 
himself. 

Wrote Two 

Editorials 

On this election night in ques- 
tion the late T. Stewart Lyon, 
then editor, had had two edi- 
torials written on the elections 
results. One was written as if 


the Grits had won The other was 
written as if the Tories had won 
Both articles were in type just 
waiting for the editor to give the 


o.k. for Fred Nash to drop the 
right one into its place. Then 
away would go the type to the 


stereotypers, and almost immedi- 
ately the presses would be rolling 
out the papers. In those pre-radio 
days every minute meant money 
and prestige 

When the election was well 
enough over to know the result 
Mr. Lyon gave the nod to Fred 
Nash and went home 

But in his haste Fred 
both editorials—one after the 
other—leaving out some other 
one due to run. He too went 
home 

The whole province chuckled 
when the people read the paper. 
Fred said about Mr. Lyon “it was 
the only time I ever saw him 
really mad.” 

In my time on The Globe the 
editorials were discussed in ad- 
vance, We had a conference each 
day from two to three tn the af- 
ternoon. The editor in those

years was Harry Anderson, 
described after his death as “the 
last of the shirt-sleve editors.” 
Harry rarely wrote anything 
himself—unless’ it was a front 
page double column editorial ar- 
ticle, He had a very forceful, 
clear style. He was what I call a 
“morse code” writer. That is, he 
rarely used any other punctua- 
tion marks than the dot and dash, 

We had four editorial writers 
in those days whose output usual- 
ly appeared in this order, 

A. A. Mackintosh, later chief 
editor, who wrote on national 
matters and economics. 

Myself who wrote on Iinterna- 
tional affairs 

Mel Hammond who wrote or 
art, literature, and such like 

Jim Hunter, now editor of the 
Evangelical Christian, who did 
social and humanitarian sub- 
jects, 

The idea of the editorial con- 
ference was that controversial 
subjects were to be discussed be- 
fore “the line” was finally indi- 
cated by the editor. Many were 
the red-hot arguments we had in 
the conference room. But cer- 
tainly in my time no one was 
ever asked, much less ordered, to 
write any editorial article in 
which he disbelieved. For one 
thing, apart altogether from 
ethics, The Globe was smart 
enough to know that in import- 
ant matters no writer can do 
convincing work unless he or she 
does believe in what is written. 


“Full 


Dress” 

Harry Anderson had his own 
technical terms to describe what 
he wanted. When he sald to 
write a “full dress” article it 
meant that it was to run down al- 
most the whole length of the first 
column. If he wanted it specially 
impressive he said “make it turn 
the corner.” That meant it had 
to run over into the second col- 
umn. For medium length ar- 
ticles Harry usually indicated the 
length he wanted by holding his 
index fingers apart 

If he said “make it a nugget’ it 
meant one about five inches, A 
“fragment” meant one as short as 
could be made under its own 
heading. 

When there was nothing very 
lively happening it was harder 
for us to scratch up enough sub- 
jects to fill the space. But that 
gave Harry time to reminisce. He 
was a past-master at this art — 
and his long experience at Ot- 
tawa and elsewhere had given 
him plenty of material.

Rising prices reflect spending 


pressure on the “available flow 
of goods, One approach would 
be to let inflation take its course. 


Attacking the problem from the 
side of causes, inflation might be 
checked either 
by increasing 
the supply of 
goods or by re- 
ducing spending

Responsible governments, with 
alert electorates, do net ignore 
inflationary tendencies, In some 


countries there is little positive 
restraint and government action 
actually makes things worse, In 
these countries inflation gets com 
pletely out of hand 
Limit 
Process 

In most countries some deliber- 
ate action is taken to limit the 
process Many lines of action 
may be taken. Each form causes 
irritations somewhere, and the 
stronger the action taken along 
any one line the greater the pro- 
tests 

There is therefore a tendency 
to do a number of things in a 
limited way. Inflation ir held in 
check without entirely preventing 
it, 

The condition ultimately cures 
itself. The actual steps by which 
the process runs down and final-

ly comes to a stop are difficult to 
describe, International and pol- 
itical events may bring on a crisis. 
Apart from this, the main factors 
are the trend of investment and 
the flow of consumers’ goods 

Private investment is induced 
by the expectation of profits from 
the sale of final goods. 

The expectation of profits de- 
pends on the business man’s view 
of the future, particularly costs 
and revenues. Fear or lack of 
confidence may slow down the 
rate of investment 

Mounting costs, evidence that 
prices of particular products are 
beginning to fall, or unsold goods 
on the shelves, will check invest- 
ment in some lines As more 
building is completed and more 
equipment created the expecta- 
tion of profit from further invest- 
ment declines. 


The slowing down of invest- 
ment spending results in a de- 
cline in the aggregate demand 
for consumers’ goods, and the in

True Confessions Magazine is 
suing Daring Confessions, Sensa- 
tional Crime Confessions and 
Startling Confessions for infringe- 
ment of its trade-mark 

The trade-mark of the magazine 
is “confessions,” and a counter-suit 
has been filed protesting that the 
word is nobody's private copyright- 
ed property. 


FILED AS EXHIBITS 


The magazines have been filed as 
exhibits in the case, and to decide 
the issue, the court will be reading 
such title contents as “I Gave My 
Life to Crime,” “Playboy Father,” 
“I've Decided to Kill My Wife,” 
“T am a Jail-Boid,” “I Killed to 
Save Her,” “A Killer in Love,” and 
“Ten Thousand Pills.” The “pills” in 
that Jast story are marijuana cigar 
ettes, 

The judges will be forced to read 
these choice chronicles of crime 
and passion, as an indirect resuit 
of Finance Minister Abbott's dol- 
lar-saving program, 

To conserve American ex- 
change, Mr. Abbott banned im- 
port of confession and crime 
magazines and some comic-books 
from the United States. 

The ban knocked Fawcett Publi 
cations’ “True Confessions” out of 
the Canadian market temporarily 
and to fill this void in the crime 
and passion field, Pastime Publica- 
tions began printing in Canada their 
“Daring Confessions”, and its news- 
stand mates “Sensational Crime” 
and “Startling” confessions.

POINTS OF ATTACK 


From the first it was clear that)

Both 
were important ports and the air 
fields near Oran were essential for 
later operations, particularly for 
short-range fighter aircraft from 
Gibraltar to front lines, wherever 
they might happen to be Algiers, | 
of course, was the center of politi-| 
eal, economic, and military activity 
in the area.

House, Flower in Water 


Easiest flowers for the amateur | 


to grow in the house this 
aré bulbs which need only water to 
enable them to flower. Botanists 
say a bub is a storehouse contain- 
ing a new plant, plus food and 
energy sufficient to carry it to 
maturity. Warmth, water and light 
start up growth, but this must not 
be too rapid.

Failure is usually due to fast 
growth stimulated by high temper- 
tures, which result in scanty roots, 
spindly top growth, and no flowers 
at all, or very poor ones, 

Whether grown in gravel and 
water, bulb fibre, or soil, contain- 
ers several inches deep should be 
used, so there is plenty of room 
for roots. 

Set the bulbs close together, but 
do not let them touch. There should 
be two inches of gravel, soil or 
fibre below them, and water should 


be kept only high enough to touch 
the base of the bulbs, 

Root formation precedes top 
growth and should take four weeks. 
A temperature below 60 degrees is 
essential, and it may be kept be- 
low 50. Roots develop best in the 
dark, but with these bulbs a sub- 
qdued light is permissible. When 
the roots are fully developed, top 
growth will begin, and at this stage 
the bulbs can be given more light 
thorgh it is well to keep them out 
of direct sun until flower stalks be- 
gin to develop. Then give them 
all the light possible. 

Best flowers will result if a tem- 
perature of 65 degrees is never ex- 
ceeded. Be careful to keep the 
plants away from steam pipes and 
Tadiators, or living rooms heated | 
above 70 degrees. They should be|

Integrated housing is one of few

successful efforts in the battle to 
reduce the harsh effects of the 
money inflation now plaguing this 


country. 

During and after the war the 
amount of money in circulation was 
vastly increased. As a result the 
dollar decreased in value and the 
prices of commodities began to rise 
Householders, dismayed by the 
rising prices of such es- 
sentials as food, clothing and hous- 
ing, looked about for someone to 
blame. Dealers in the common- 
necessities soon found themselves 
under deep suspicion. Most of them 
tried honestly to hold prices down 


but they were helpless. Some re- 
duced quality to hold the price 
line but that is a very doubtful 


solution. All this is very human and 
occurs with every money inflation 
In these post-war years the prob- 
lem of housing has been one of 
the sorest. Here indeed is the 
greatest understanding needed and 
here a genuine effort has been 
made. Under the Integrated Hous- 
ing plan, builders of this and other 
cities have succeeded in holding} 
selling prices of houses below the | 
open market value and at the same 
time have built houses of high 
quality. 
NON-SELLABLE 


Houses built under the Integrated 
plan may not be sold to investors 
or speculators, but only to people 
who will occupy them, But in- 
stances have occurred in which 
people who bought in good faith 
have had to sell. For example, one 
householder was transferred by 
his company, These people have 
found that houses of this kind can 
sold at a considerable profit 
on the open market. In fact the 
owner who turns over a house of 
this type makes a great deal more 
than the builder who put it up ‘in 
the first place. The situation is ex- 
actly the same as in the new-used 
car market. 

Houses built under Integrated 
Housing must come up to proper 


standards of material and work- 
manship. Edmonton and _. other 
municipalities have established 
rules to regulate the building of 
houses. The Central Housing and 
Mortgage Corporation has its set 


of rules. If either or both sets of 
rules are followed, the buildings 
are inspected at intervals by the 
Loan Companies as well as by the
